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HOPE AND BELIEF 
The most persistent hope of mankind is 
the hope of eternal life. Since the begin­ 
ning of recorded time, and probably during 
all the generations going back to our ear­ 
liest ancestors, men have felt some intima­ 
tion of immortality. 
Long before the time of Christ, human 
beings dreamed of a life beyoncTthe grave; 
they surmised that the spirit continues to 
live when the body has returned to dust. 
Their belief was strengthened by many 
things about them—the seed cast into the 
ground and springing to life, the stars wink­ 
ing out with the dawn and returning to^ 
brilliance at dusk, the living bird rising 
from the egg. 
Then J esus of Nazareth came with His 
gospel of love and His message of hope. He 
spoke of life eternal in the presence of God 
the loving Father. There was more than 
words. His followers told, and recorded for 
all posterity, how J esus was crucified and 
placed in the tomb; they told of His resur­ 
rection. 
The story they told has become the glori­ 
ous focal point for mankind’s hope and be­ 
lief in immortality. This year, as for almost 
2,000 years past, Christendom joins once 
again in joyous celebration of that hope 
and that belief.

RESURRECTION AND FREEDOM 


The Spring is here for the two great holiday s, 
Passov er and Easter. This y ear, they are b eing 
celeb rated almost simultaneously . The First Seder 
of the Jews came on the ev ening of Good Friday 
of the Christians. 
Thus, in these festiv als of resurrection and 
freedom, the two great religions of W estern civ il­ 
ization m eet and, as one might say , are jointly 
rememb ered b y those who worship and who lov e 
tradition. 
Passov er is the festiv al of freedom. It m arks 
the rev olution of the Jewish slav es in Egy pt, men, 
women and children, who under the leadership of 
Moses crossed from Egy pt into the desert and 
wandering 40 y ears, molded themselv es into a n a­ 
tion that settled in Chnaan, in w hat is now Israel 
and Jordan, and there estab lished a separate and 
distinct national existence. 
This particular feat was not extraordinary . In 
those times many entire nations mov ed from one 
place to another and were either destroy ed in b at­ 
tle or were ab sorb ed b y their env ironm ent or 
estab lished themselv es as a power. The Heb rews 
were originally a shepherd people out of Ur of 
Chaldea who had settled in Canaan, then w ent to 
Egy pt where they achiev ed distinction, afterw ards 
suffering humiliation and slav ery , and then re­ 
b elling under a forceful leader and escaping the 
w rath of the oppressor. 
But this people had something more to their 
strength. They had an ideal, a b elief, a hope. It is 
that which has kept them aliv e ev en to this day 
when many of their neighb ors hav e disappeared 
into the limb o of forgotten peoples. This ideal was 
the b elief in God and His Law. So their leader 
Moses has not b een describ ed as a great m ilitary 
chieftain, or an empire-b uilder or a powerful ad ­ 
m inistrator. R ather he is the Law-giv er, the man 
who went up into the mountain alone and who, 
hav ing returned, b rought with him The Law, the 
Ten Commandments. 
The Fiv e Books of Moses, the Pentateuch, has 
b ecome not only the law of the Jews b ut in its 
moral connotations, the law of the Christians and 
of Islam as well. The social implications of the 
Old Testam ent, when considered in the context 
of their times, are enormously progressiv e. They 
are an index to freedom and to the dignity of 
man and although centuries pass b efore men are 
sufficiently m ature to recognize the wisdom of an 
orderly life, according to God’s Law, nev ertheless 
the guide is in our possession and we could mov e 
in the right direction were there a will for right­ 
eous liv ing. 
Each century , each generation we m ake some 
progress toward the good life. There are y ears 
when the strides are greater than in other y ears, 
b ut we are nev er altogether lost, foT the Eternal 
Light nev er falters. 
This ev en the Russians hav e learned. 
They 
made a cult of Bezb ozniki, of the godless, b ut on 
E aster ihe churches that remain will b e full and 
during Passov er, frightened Jews will say , L’shono 
Hab ah B’Jerushalaim , next y ear in Jerusalem. 
Out of the Passov er, the holy day of lib erty , 
came Easter, the holy day of Resurrection. And 
apart from the relationship of E aster to Jesus, the 
idea of Passov er and E aster is not too distant. 
E aster teaches that there is no death that life 
and hope are eternal. The snow and frost of Win­ 
ter freeze the ground into miserab le b leakness. 
But soon the grass is green ev en under the snow 
and crocuses appear and the b irds b ecome so v ery 
b usy . And then come tulips and daffodils and the 
ferns seem to b e pushing up their little, twisted 
heads and the rob ins arriv e to awaken the m orn­ 
ing. 
It is Spring. W hat has b een last y ear is this 
y ear. The leav es had fallen off the trees and the 
trees w ere stark and cold and naked, b ut now lit­ 
tle b uds appear and they will soon flower into 
apple and cherry and all sorts of b eautiful b los­ 
soms to perfume the air and to remind the world 
that there is no death, that life is eternal and 
ev erlasting, that W inter is a prelude to Spring. 
And on Passov er and E aster one thinks of life 
and death, of freedom and resurrection, and ev en 
in these day of the atom b omb and Sputniks, hu­ 
man life is, b y God's grace, as it ev er was a strug­ 
gle for freedom, a hope of eternity . The things that 
men do hardly influence the rhy thm of life.
